Mr. Frank Thompson. octeemerc 
resident of Tweed,’ passed away > 
the family — residence on 
January 23rd. Mr. Thompson ‘adc 
been in failing health for the past 
few months but his indomitable «n- 
ergy kept him from giving way t 
increasing physical weakness caused 
by hardening of the arteries until « 
week before death peacefully came 
to sever the frail cord of life.

Tenor Singing in Coach De- 
lays Train in Germany 


Berlin—That musig is stronger even 
than rigid railway schedules was re- 
cently demonstrated in the university 
town of Tuebingen. .

press came to a stop there shortly 
after midnight an ItaHan tenor’s 
voice was heard to sing an ‘aria from 
“Tosca” In one of the coaches.

The ship’s owners; in despair at the 
absence of ahy news, applied to 
Lloyds to have her posted as missing. 
A printed notice was first affixed to 
the baize board of the “Chamber of 
Horrors"—Lloyds agony roof or ship's 
graveyard—asking news of the Iost 
ship. A week later, no word having 
arrived, a “caller,” wearing.a pic- 
turesque scarlet robe with.a fur col- 
lar, rang one short stroke on the “Lu- 
tine” bell. 

If the missing ship had reached port 
after the report of missing—he would 
have‘rung two short strokes. He next 
mounted a rostrum and announced 
that the ship, which sailed from Mon- 
tevidio, on such a date, for Antwerp, 
had not been heard of ‘since. 

The ship was then posted.as miss- 
ing, and .a-.notice stuck on.a special 
board. Next day the loss is payable 
by the underwriters, while relatives 
of the missing seamen (presumed 
dead in law) may obtain probate of 
their wills, if they have any. This is 
the proceeding ‘in the case of import- 
ant missing ships. 

Queer yarns and strange mysteries 
of derelicts, wrecks and missing ships 
are buried/in the immense store of 
Lioyd’s since 1838. There is art old- 
fashioned captain’s room at Lloyd’s-— 
today a tea room for membera— 
where the old windjammer skipper 
and the dapper captain of the old-time 
Indian tea clipper; told startling 
yarns of adventures with pirates, or 
boarding ghost-ridden derelicts on 
dark nights. In this room, the last 
captured slave ship and the first large 
ocean steamship were sold by auction- 
eers who stuck a pin ina candle and 
stopped bids when the flame brrned 
down to the pin. 

Derelicts At Sea. 


Derelicts met at sea, and reported 
to Lioyd’s agent at the nearest port, 
provide weird thrills and baffling mys- 
teries. The American brig “Mary 
Celeste,” found abandoned at sea, in 
good condition, and with the table set 
for dinner, has been a classic story for 
many years, but there are others. 

A grim event occurred at sea in*the 
fall of 1926, which parallels some of 
the details of the mystery of the 
“Mary Celeste” and may throw some 
Hght onthe fate of her crew. The 
Norwegian walrus-fishing steamship 
“Istiennan” ‘was found abandoned off 
the lonely coast of Finnmark, in the 
region of Norway's “land of the mid- 
night sun.” 

There was no’ ohe on board, the 
table was laid and the™lamps were 
still burning. No theory of the mys- 
tery was formed and the enigma re- 
mained unsolved until November, 
1926, when a German sailor made a 
confession on his deathbed in the hos- 
pital’ at Hammerfest, Norway. He

‘Executioner Adjunct of Army 
Of all forms of death a Chinese 
most abhors decapitation because It 
presupposes that he will appear in the 
_«#pirit world headless. I have seen in 


China ghastly evidence of the prac- 


tlee of beheading persons in the 
streets. A decapitating squad is no 
uncommon sight, It is a necessary 
adjunct to an army and the execution- 
cv with his broad blade marches 
‘through the streets and performs his 
@cutios with cynical imdifference. 

The less bothersome method of 
shooting was adopted when the Chin- 
ese soldiers learned to use foreign 
“guns. The average Chinese woman 
wac always more intelligent than the 
_average Phinese man, and it there- 
‘fore was natural that the Chinese sol- 
dier did not discriminate in favor of 
women” when he wanted ‘to shoot 
somebody. As women with bobbed 
hair are those who“are not afraid to 
defy tradition and generally are a lit- 
tlc smarter than their sisters, they 
aroused the contempt of the Chinese 
men whe are inherently opposed to 
any kind of feminism.

Bobbing Forbidden by Law. 
' Masculine’ indignation against wo- 
mon bobbing their hair was aroused 
long before the Communists began 
‘fomenting trouble in China. Both 
North and South China have officidlly 
prohibited bobbing. The action of the 
- Canton municipal Legislature is typ!- 
cal of the underlying tendencies of 
Chinese nen. The gray-headed wise- 
acres of the Legislature convened one 
day to take cognizance of the growing 
mevsice of women. The wise men ‘of 
the Far East believe that bobbed ha-r 
is a Western abomination and that tn 
‘@ome mysterious fashion the woman 
“who bobs her hair becomes forthwith 
endowed with the intelectual prowess 
‘ot men, a thing not to be tolerated, if 
the right of plundering the public ts 
to be maintained. 
“What,” asked these Chinese gentle- 
men, “is to become of us if these 
_ Westernized women go on bobbing 
their hair? “What is to become of the 
sacred rights of men?”

“Policemen will not be allowed to 
collect the fines. The cases will be 
handled at the yamen.” That is, the 
court officials and not the policemen 
pocket the money. 

Feminism Spread Slowly. 

Feminism, or the recognition that 
women have rights equal to those of 
men, is progressing slowly in China. 
Back in the interior woman is still 
abysmally ignorant so far as book 
learning is concerned. She is the slave 
of medieval tradition. ‘Her feet are 
bound and crippled for the same rea- 
gon that a horse is hobbled—to ham- 
per her freedom, When she marries 
she mist iterally abandon the home 
of her youth and become the slave of 
her mother-in-law. 

Regarded as the inferior of every 
man jn the household, particularly her 
husband and her husband's father, she 
is debarred from participation in any 
social event that her husband ar- 
ranges. She eats apart from her hus- 
band and if she accompanies him on 
the street she must walk behind him. 
In Shanghai it ia common to see a wo- 
man walking behind her husband with 
the humility of a whipped dog. If her 
hugband chooses to have a secondary 
wife that is none of her business. 

But thére are ‘hepeful signs, how- 
ever meager. Feminism is at work in 
the treaty ports and is slowly epread- | 
ing into the interior. In Shanghal 
there are Chinese women pharmatists, | 
doctors, nurses, superintendents of 
hospitals, teachers, lawyers, writers 
and stenographers, and there are 
banks, clubs, publications and_politi- 
cal organizations managed by women. 
Recently, the Shanghai Municipal 
Council, in deference to the demands 
of women who wished to share in the 
prosperity, of the stage, passed an or- 
dinance permitting Chinese actresses 
to perform, which formerly had been 
prohibited as untnoral. 

“Among Chinese women the flapper 
ia the glory of her sex. She has 
adopted Western manners without los- 
ing her racial characteristics. In 
physical appearance she is slender, 
quick in movement, dainty and femin- 
ine, and she has a broad forehead be- 
tokening intelligence, and bright, 
mirthful eyes. She bobs her hair, 
uses a lipstick, rouges her cheeks, 
dresses smartly in her native coatume, 
diives an automobile, Charlestons, 
amokes cigarettes, plays gOlf and ten. 
nis, generally speaks English and 
comports herself with a snappiness 
and confidence that seems to suggest 
she {a the-intellectual peer of men. In 
politics’ she fs defiant of tradition, 
reada modern books in preference to 
the classics and allies herself with the 
movement known as Young China. 
Converse with a Chinese flapper and 
she will express her opinions in im- 
peccable English on topics kindred to 
to those that interest her Occidental | 
prototype.” 

It is not much to the glory of the 
Nationalist armies that they shodld 
find it necessary to shoot this type of 
women in order to promote democracy 
in China.

Hubam Sweet Clover With Oats. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
Agricalture, Toronto.) 


The department of chemistry, On- 
tario Agricultural College, during the 
past year carried on experimente tn 
elght counties to show the effect of 
lime and phosphates on fall wheat 
seeded with clover. 

Phosphates Essential for Fall Wheat. 


From observation during the grow- 
ing season and from yields the 
following points are noted: 

(1) Phosphates gave an increased 
yield in every case, averaging fifty 
per cent, . 


(2) The catch of clover was won’ 


derfully improved by.the phosphates. 

(3) Sizeand quality of grain was 
inerensed, as well as yield, by 
phosphates. 

(4) The cost cf 400 pounds of 
acid phosphate per acre was more 
than covered, leaving a substantial 
profit in every case. 

(5) It is estimated that approxi- 
mately half of the phosphate remains 
in the soil-for surceeding crops. 

(6) Liming takes little difference 
to the growth and yield of fall wheat. 
Its effect will undoubtedly be seen 
on the stand of clover the following 
year, : 

Farmers are well advised to apply 
cold phosphate (superphosphate) to 
their fall wheat at from two hundred 
to four hundred pounds per acre. 


The Hessian Fly In Ontario. 


In each of the past four years the 
Hessian fly has heen working more 
or less in the winter wheat crops of 
Ontario. In the Field Wusbandry 
Department at the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College the ravages of this pest 
have been studied in each of forty 
varieties of winter wheat. The esti- 
mated average percentage of plants 
containing Hessian fly was 3 in 1920, 
26 in 1921, 7 in 1922, and 15 In 
1923. The susceptibility of the dlf- 
ferent varieties varies considerably. 
The Imperial Amber, 0.A.C. No. 104, 
Dawsdn's Goldén Chaff, and Red 
Rock were below the average, and 
ihe Early Rec Clawson, Kanred, Gold 
Coin or No. 6, and Early Genesee 
Giant were adjove the average for in- 
fested plants in the last four years, 
the percentage being 4 for the first 
and 22 for the last of the above nam- 
ed varieties, 


0. A.C. No. 104 Winter Wheat. 


The 0. A.C, No, 104 variety of 
winter wheat originated at the Agri- 
cultural College by crossing the Daw- 
son’s Golden Chaff and the Bulgarian 
varieties, and has made the highest 
record of five leading varieties tested 
on one hundred and twenty-eight 
farms throughout Ontario. Not only 
is it a high ylelder, but from equal 
quantities of flour it has produced 
more bread than the Dawson's Gold- 
en Chaff. It is interesting to know 
also that it has been more hardy 
even than the Dawson's Golden Chaff, 
and almost as stiff in the straw, and 
seems to be less susceptible to smut. 


Growing Hubam Sweet Clover With 
Oats. 


In the Seld crop experiments at 
the Ontario Agricultural College at 
Guelph in the past three years, Bi- 
ennial White Flowering Sweet Clover 
has given a greater yleld per acre, 
although later, than the White Flow- 
ering annual or Hubam in the first 
year’s growth when both kinds were 
sown alone under similar conditions 
and at the same date in the spring 
of the year. When Sweet Clover has 
been grown with Oats, the Biennial 
variety han given gtod returns for 
autumn pasture. he Annual Sweet 
Clover when sown with Oats, either 
at the time of seeding or when the 
Oats were 3 or 4 inches high, has 
peen a nuisance in the grain crop. A 
mixture of O. A.C. No, 72 Oats and 
Annual White Flowering Sweet Clov- 
er, however, is being cut this year as 
a hay crop, and in the future this 
combination wali be studied more 
particuiarly ffom the standpoint of 
green todcer and of hay production, 
50 ays Ur.

the previous season. - . 
How the Disease’ Develops. 


When a contaminated bee or other 
insect visite a blossom for nectar or 
pollen, it leaves behind it some of 
the bacteria that cause the disease, 
and these multiply in the nectaries 
and pass on down the blossom pedi- 
cel into the bark of the fruit spur, 
where they produce a canker and; kil! 
the spur with other blossoms on it, 
then continue their progress within 
the bark of the twig causing canker 
and death as they go. The leaves 
on the twig then shrivel up, turn 
brown, and die giving the character- 
{etic fire-blighted appearance to the 
tree.

If the blighted twigs are allowed 
to stay on the tree througkout the 
season the disease wil} continue to 
work on down the twigs, sometimes 
rapidly and sometimes flowly, until 
eventually it reaches the bark of the 
larger limbs, or the trunk of the 
tree, where It becomes apparent ar a 
canker,” In cases where the disease 
does not reach the bark of the thick- 
er branches or trunk before fall there 
is a tendency for the trouble to die 
out during the winter. But where it 
gets established as blight canker in 
the bark of the branches and trunk 
the probabHity is that it will live 
over the winter in a dormant condi- 
tien and begin to extend itself the 
following spring when the sap flow 
commences. This in time brings 
about the death. of the larger limbs 
and trunk as the blight canker 
spreads in the bark. We have known 
young trees to be killed out in one 
year with this disease, although 
older trees will sometimes live on for 
years with the canker slowly develop-

During mid-season other insects as 
aphids, hoppers and borers are com- 
mon carriers of the disease from in- 
fected twigs to healthy twigs, either 
on the same or neighboring trees.

Where the disease ni active during 
the growing season there is frequent- 
ly a gummy brown exudate oozing 
cut from the cankers. This exudate 
comtains the causal bacterla in Im- 
miense numbers. During rain storms 
this exudate may be splashed to 
other parts of the tree, thus leading 
to fresh Infections. 

How to Control the Trouble. 

To control and stamp out this dis- 
case it is essential to cut out all at- 
ivcted portions of the tree.

Coolidge Most Popular 


Hotel Guests | 
Tell Why:They Tune-in 


Radio Speaker, With Hoover Second 


—Only 124 Out of 2210 Enjoy Sermons 
—Jazz Is Not Favored 


Radio taste of the traveling public 
varies greatly according to statistics 
gathered since March, 1925, among 
guests in the Robert Morris Hotel in 
Philadelphia, the rooms of which are 
radio equipped. 

The method of securing this opinion 
is by placing a card in each room, to 
be filled out by the guest and on 
which preference may be expressed 
for any particular style of entertain- 
ment. This was done in order to 
make sure that the best selection 
from the various radio programs 
was being sent into the guest rooms. 
Out of 2,210 cards which expressed a 
preference it was found that 1,952 per- 
sons (or nearly 90 per cent.) prefer- 
red rousic. - Of the various types of 
music the vocal selections were the 
most popular, and the» most popular 
single vocal feature was the Atwater 
Kent concert on Sunday evening. 
Following vocal selections in popu- 
larity were the orchestra) features in 
which the Gypsy String Ensemble and 
the Silvertown Orchestra led. Opera, 
symphony and classical music gen- 
erally were third in the list, and jazz 
music proved to be the least enjoy- 
able to patrons in the hotel.’ Only 
239. out of 1,952 persons who preferred 
music enjoyed jazz, and almost as 
many people expressed a decided dis- 
like to hearing jazz as there were 
those who preferred it, One hundred 
and twenty-four out of 2,210 enjoyed 
sermons and church music best of all, 
and 241 expressed a preference for the 
special features. Of these 
features sports were most popular, 
divided almost equally between prize- 
fights, baseball and football. 

Of the individuals who spoke on the 
air Coolidge led in popularity, with 
Hoover close second, Expressed 
preference for varous — instruments 
showed that the organ was the most 
popular single instrument, 
by the violin. The saxophone holds

Gain Made by Early Fall Ploughing. 

Weeds materially reduce the yields 
of grain. Early fall ploughing aids 
very much in holding weeds in check 
and eradicating them. Ploughing bi- 
ennial and perennial weeds under 
early checks their growth; if when 
they show above ground these parts 
are destroyed, reat progress in eradi- 
cation may be made during the fall 
montha., * 

‘Karly fall ploughing will. conserve 
the moisture already in the soil, and 
pute the felds in condition to take up 
readily any rain that occurs during 
the autumn, Various Inseqt peste 
harmful to crops are largely control- 
led by early fall ploughing, due to 
disturbance in their more or less dor- 
mant stages or to actual exposure 
above ground, 

In preparation for the seeding of 
fall grains, early ploughing has the 
advantage over ploughing Just before 
sowing in that it provides a firm seed 
bed in which the seed should germ- 
inate immediately and the prantw 
make a steady growth from the start. 


The Lucky 13 Egg Clutches. 

We hatch a good many chicks In 
incubators, Dut we a:mno use hens. 
Eggs of the larger breeds do not 
hatch so well in incubators as they 
do under hens; so we hatch a good 
many chicks of these breeds under 
hens, and use incubators for hatching 
Leghorns.

A glance at the financial statements 
‘of broadcasters indicates that if there 
are profits, In the generally accepted 
 wense of dollars and cents, the radio 
Studio is not getting them. If they 
“re accruing they are “replenishing the 
‘eoffers of others than those who 
nightly radiate their versions of en- 
ftertainment over the length and 
breadth of the land. Broadcasting, 
according to broadcasters, pays re- 
“turne, but not monetary returns. Pub- 
‘Tie regard and the place that a radio 
station wins in the ears of America 
-eomprise its profits. 

The average receiving set owner, 
who twirls the dials until his favorite 
station comes floating into the room, 
_ probably never bothers his hear about 
how that station {s maintained, what 

e@ cost of operations is for one year 
‘and why the station stays on the alr. 
If he thought about these things at all 

- he would ‘in all likelfthood ask himself 
| “how the etation stays on the alr, 
who pays the deficit each year and 
why the station is maintained. 
Broadcasting has won a place In 
the homes of the country, but only 
the station owner knows how and at 
‘what a cost, Most of these are won- 
dering how long {t cun stay. It is 
sickly and undernourished, and its 
tenure of life depends on frequent in- 
fections of dollars to c unteract the 
deficit fever from. which it has been 
suffering since the first station went 
on the alr, more than seven years 
ago. Another bit of information that 
may surprise the general likelihood 
_‘m8k Itimself how the stations are the 
ones that guffer the greatest financial 
losses during the year. 
pe Upkeep Cost Is Large 
Apparently, there is a paradox here, 
but a close examination of the facts 
me removes the seeming contradiction.

A representative of one broadcast- 
ing company said: “From a financial 
viewpoint, broadcasting is a flop. 
We sell five out of-every ten hours 
; that we are on the alr, ard we are not 
operating at a profit. Until we sell 
| at least seven out of every ten hours 
we will be continually faced with a 
deficit.” 

An idea of just what a chain system 
spends during the year may be ob- 
tained from the statement of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. Dur- 
jing 1927 this company spent more 
; than $6,000,000 in presenting pro- 
grams. In addition to this is another 
$2,000,000 expended for the same pur- 
pose by companies buying timé over 
its networks. Where does this money 
go? <A representative of the com- 
pany said that more than. $1,350,000 
went for wire charges. One of the 
sustaining programs put on by the 
company over WEAF costs $3,000 a 
week. This 4s the National Grand 
Opera Company hour, When it was 
first radiated, an official looked at the 
bill and asked, “What is the * re- 
sponse?” He was told that not one 
letter commenting on the program 
had been received. 

* Following his suggestion the hour 
was cut off the next week and: an- 
other program was(substituted. With- 
in a few minutes after the substitute 
went on he air the telephone began 
to ring and people began to ask what 
had happened to the opera.

Evacuation of 
Rhine Favored 
_* By Britain 
But 


Government Insists 
Troops’ Withdrawal 
Must Be General 


London—Evacuation of the Rhine- 
land came up in the House of Com- 
mons recently, and the attitude of the 
British Government was defined by 
Godfrey Locker-Lampeon, Under-Sec- 
retary of the Foreign Office, 

Noel Buxton put the question dl- 

rectly to the Government in the 
House “whether the Government will 
consider the question of evacuating 
the British troops from the Rhine- 
land at an early date.” * 
_ Mr, Locker-Lampson, in behalf of 
the Government, replied that the ef- 
fect of isolated British withdrawal! 
would lead to no advantage in the 
present circumstances, and that gen- 
eral evacuation could only be brought 
about by an arrangement between the 
allied powers on the one side and th: 
German Government on the other, but 
that such an arrangement would be 
welcome to the Government. 

This statement was generally (in- 
terpreted as meaning that the British 
Government is still against isolated 
action, because this would bear the. 
aspect of bringing pressure on France.

The Ontario Government, through 
the Forestry Branch, has for dis- 
tribution this year ten million for 
est trees. These are to be used 
for reforesting waste areas of the 
Province, and it is expected that at 
least three-quarters of them will be 
used by private individuals through- 
out Ontario for reforesting waste 
areas of the farm and for the plant- 
ing of windbreaks.

TIPS ABOUT TEA 


From most of the well-known varie- 
ties of tea-leaf It is possible to brew 
an average of 276 cups to the pound. 

Tea ia graded according to the age 
of the leaf from which it is made. 

Therefore the kind called “Pekoe,” 
made from the tips of young shoots, 
is the most delicate and expensive. 

Tea, as well as coffee, contains cat- 
feine. So tea ig aleo a stimulating 
drink, 

The Chinese, those great experts 
on tea-making, have a -saying that 
only water which is well aerated 
should be used in tea-making. Which 
is the reason why water that has been 
polled a long time will not produce 
tea of good flavor, 

The caffeine and flavoring sub- 
stance in tea-leaves are quickly pz- 
tracted by boiling water, but the tan- 
nine is extracted more slowly. 

Never, then, allow your tea to stetep 


pany in Japan, and which can be just- 
ly. compared to any of the great pack- 
ing houses of Chicago. Deep sea 
trawlers, equipped with Diesel en- 
gines and radio, operate in pairs in 
blocked-off numbered sections.

Facilities for research are definite- 
ly provided in all basic industries. The 
National institute of Physical and 
Chemical Research compares favor- 
ably with the foremost research or- 
ganizations of the world, such as the 
Bureau of Standards, in Washington} 
the National Physical Laboratory, in 
England, and the Kaiser Wilhelm In- 
stitute, in Germany, 

Among unusually interesting accom- 
plishments of the institute is the de- 
velopment of pure chemical deriva- 
tives from human hair. Of some thirty 
odd derivatives developed to date, one 
{ sunder investigation sor the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis.

In fisheries technolog, Japan leads 
the world. The-high degree of perfec- 
tion of scientific process in this field 
of industry is attested by the success 
of pearl culture operations. This pro- 
cess of alding the oyster by a surgical 
operation to grow a pearl where none 
grew before was originated and prac- 
ticed exclusively by the Japanese. It 
was long a guarded secret of one 
family, It is only in recent years that 
foreigners, and but few of them, have 
been permitted to visit the — cul- 
ture farms. 

The pearl culture process. consista 
essentially, according to Maurice Hol- 
land, director of the National Re- 
search Council, in a recent copyrigh> 
ed report published with the ald of the 
Japan Society of New York, in insert- 
ing a perfect sphere of Missouri River 
mussel shell, about three thirty-sec- 
onds of an inch in diameter, in the 
mantle of the living oyster, Upon the 
skillful execution of this delicate sur- 
gical operation the success or failure 
of cultured pearls depends. After the 
nucleus is inserted the oysters are set

Frequently they assign 
the rights to their patents to Amert- 
can radio manufacturers, but for the 
most part their applications ate made 
to protect their own discoveries in a 
country where perhaps the greatest 
amount of radio experimentation Is 
going on in all the world. 

One interesting device recently 
patented by a foreigner is a. wireless 
installation. for automobiles, grounded 
to the chassis of the car and having 
an overhead antenna concealed in the 
upholstery of the roof. It was in- 
vented by Newsome Harry Clough, of 
London, who assigned his patent to 
the Radio Corporation of America. 

Another London inventor, Heary 
Joseph Round, perfected a new vYa- 
cuum tube, which R. C. A. also ob- 
tained by assignment, and an invent- 
or of Strathfield, in England, Arthurs 
E. L. Scanes, perfected a transformer 
which he assigned to the large British 
radio concern, Metropolitan-Vickers,

HOW TO RAISE SE BABY BEFF ON 
SKIM MILK 


Experiments at the O. A. ©, Show 
You Can Do the Milking, Sell the 
Cream and Still Have a Good Calf.

Atl experiment 
‘grade Shorthorn caives 
bred bull and tual cu 
ave ws SOmMe rather 4 $8.) resulta, 
The calves were put in in late Jan- 
uary and February, 1924, and were 
marketed in late January, 1925, at 
just about twelve months old and at 
an average weight of approximately 
800 pounds each, They graded 
choice handy-weight-eattle and were 
very choice baby beef in carcass. 
They made a daily gain per steer of 
1,961 pounds, a profit over cost of 
feed of $54.85 and a profit of $34.85 
over all costs, including initial cost 
of calves. We were pleased indeed 
with tho results. These were good 
cattle, finished ready for market at 
the popular weight and grade, had 
given good market prices for feed 
consumed and had taken practically | 
no whole milk after the first three 
weeks of age. There are some pos- 
sibilities in this direction, but good 
beef type calves are necessary to start 
with and more than the usual care 
in feeding is necessary. It would not 
be advisable to try it with dairy-bred 
stock and certainly care in feeding 
and housing are essential, but {t looks 
possible to make fairly good baby 
beef from skim milk calves of the 
right beef breeding if they are fed 
right and kept in the stable, prefer- 
ably in box stalls.

suitable for beef production, so it be- 
comes necessary to dispose of many 
calves from commercial milk-produo- 
ing herds as well as cull calves from 
pure-bred herds, Most people do not 
like to destroy such calves at birth 
and so try to veal them off. While 
a dairy-bred calf does not. make as 
good veal as a beef-bred calf, if he is 
to be eaten at all he ts more likely 
to meet expenses and more nearly 
suit the consumer as veal than as 
any other kind of meat. With a 
number of calves in our own herd— 
Holsteins, Ayrshires and Jerseys——we 
found they averaged 71 pounds each 
at birth, that in feeding for seven 
weeks it took 7.98 pounds of whole 
milk for a pound of gain in weight, 
and the work showed that the best 
way to handle such calves is to give 
them whole milk for the first three 
weeks of their Ives and get them on 
the market as soon after that as pos- 
sible, or, in other words, profite drop 
week by week in feeding whole milk 
to an average dairy-bred veal calf 
after he ia three weeks of age, at 
which time he is marketable. Calves 
should, however, be put in the beat 
possible condition if to be marketed 
at that age, as poor veal injures the 
market for all veal.—Dept. of Animal 
Husbandry, ©. A. College.

Whether I am able to help you, 
reader, will depend upon your willing- 
ness to apply what I have to say, or 
60 much of it as seems to you sound 
and practical, to your own case.

Whatever 
the extent of those poyers, there are 
few who cannot, by taking thought, 
add some cubits to their mental sta- 
ture, 

Rule Out the Exceptions. 

In discussing how to make the best 
of life, ohe must absolutely rule out 
the exceptions. There are the fortun- 
ate or gifted few who are able to take 
giant strides to the front rank without 
apparent effort. These articles are 
concerned not with them, but with the 
average man or woman. Genius takes 
its own road, but the rest of us must 
tread the well-worn path, 

That may seem disheartening. We 
most of us cherish a secret hope that 
we are ‘different’ from other people, 
and do not always like to think that 


closely to an average. 

In a way, it is true—for there is no 
such thing as an average man. The 
infinite variety of human character is 
one of the things that make life so de- 
lightful and so interesting. The most 
“ordinary” man, when, you really get 
to know him, develops character and 
individuality, That is especially true 
if you approach him in his hours of 
leisure.

Another way in which some hospl- 
tal dietitians: prepare it to broil or 
grill the liver on a rack and serve 
very rare. If a casserole of vegetables 
is placed under, the broiler, all the 
valuable liver jufces will be conserved 
in a very palatable form. 

From one half to one cup of ra 
diced liver and juice could be added 
to three cups of soup, making a very 
palatable-and savory dish. We added 
the liver just before serving the soup, 
so that the meat was practically un- 
cooked. We considered tomato soup 
and onion soup the best disguises for 
liver. Canned soups may be used and 
the highly flavored producf% such as 
ox-tail and mulligatawny are, of 
course, very ‘effective in concealing 
the liver flavor. 2 

A good creamed filling for pattios 
or toast or for vegetable stuffings may 
b@ made by heating a can of tomato 
soup, undiluted except with a little 
milk. Add déne cup of minced raw 
liver and jiice just) before serving. 

A liver cocktail feally isn’t as bad 
as it sounds. Use the uncooked liver 
again. Wash, but do not let it soak 
in the water, heat quickly in shallow 
pan for just a minute, squeeze out the 
juice in a potato ricer, or scrape the 
liver with a teaspoon. Flavor 
juice or pulp with tomata catsup, salt, 
pepper and a few drops of lemon or 
onion juice. Grape juice may also 

| be used to conceal the taste of liver 
to a certain degree. 

These suggestions which we have 
just offered are for the benefit of pa- 
tients who are taking liver under 
doctor’s orders, It is not advisable . 
eat large quantities of this very con- 
centrated protein food unless it has 
been prescribed by your physician. 

The demand for liver has been so 
great since its high food value has 
been realized that the price has soar- 
ed steadily skyward in some markets. 

All kinds of liver—calf, beef,. pig, 
chicken and goose livers—are good. 
While calf liver is more delicate and 
delicious than that of beef, the latter 
is the one to use when blood building 
inteersts you more than the pleasure 
of, the palate. Liver from chickens 
and fowls ia excellent, but it takes a 
great many to make a pound. Never, 
never do as one woman recently did. 
Bhe bought calf liver for her little girl 
and gave the chicken livers to tho 
i cat! 

How to Buy Liver. 

Due to the expense of liver at this 
time it is Important to be able to re-

some crops are better suited to one 
than another. 

Soils of a sandy, nature are early 
soils, because they dry out and warm 
up early in the spring, They are not 
suited to late growl. crops. La & cea" 
eral sand solls ave low in fortu.y 
and must be manured weeny that 
plant food and moisture 
able tothe growing seis. 

Clay. loams retain moisture lent 
than sands or sand loams and they 
are also richer. However, such soils 
are not so well suited to the growth | 
requireménts of early crops. 
grown during the drier part of the! 
segson find more moisture in this | 
type of soil and hence we find such 
crops as late cabbage, late caull- 
flower, late potatoes, canning factory 
sweet corn. and tomatocs grown on 
such land, 

Muck soils'on account of their high 
organic content, their moisture hold- 
ing character and the ease with which | 


stich solle can be worked, are con- 
sidered the beat for celery, lettuce, 
and onions. Muck solle are some- 
times used for growing potatoes, | 
beets, parsnips, cabbage, cauliflower 
and spinach. Muck solls are not suit- 
ed to early crops or long seaso; ten-_ 
der crops. 

Soll Preparation. ‘ 


Thorough soil preparation is neccs- 
aay to ensure worth while crops.

Drainage is the first step in pre- 
paring the heavier types of over | 
moist soils, Open ditches—tile drains 
and high bedding soon pay for the 
labor and material cost. The better 
areation, increased available food and | 
early warmth make good drainage 
well worth while. 


Digging. 


Deep soils are needed by the vege- 
table crops. The deeper the soil the 
more molature it- will hold and the 
greater will be the feeding area of- 
fered the roots. Plough or dig deep- 
ly. If the surface sof] ts shallow go 
fown a little deeper each year, 
Autumn ploughing is generally desir- 
able on all soils, especially the clays 
and sod. If ploughing Is done in the 
spring earliness is important. Clay 
soils may puddle and bake. Squeeze 
a handful of soll, 
the pressure, if the soil gradually 
crumbles and breaks it is in good 
condition to dig or plough. 


Harrowing. 


This operation should be perform- | 
ed as early in the spring aa the 
ground ts fit. The hand cultivator, 
rake and hoe, are the amall gar- 
deners implements for surface tillage. 
For heavier soils and for sod, the 
dise harrow is invaluable, it should 
be followed by the spike tooth har- 
row which reduces the sofl surface 
to a atate of fineness and smooth- 
hess. The mucker smoothing harrow 
fs a very useful implément with 
which to finish a vegetable area pre- 
vious to planting. 


Mannures and Fertilizers. 


Stable manure is the best all-round 
fertilizer for the garden. It supplies 
both plant food and a mechanical 
condition that favors the retention 
of moisture. Applications up to 40 
tons per acre are made on gardens. 
when obtainable. But owing to the 
general scarcity of stable manures 
chemical fertilizers are now largely 
used in conjunction with the more 
bulky stable product. Stable manure 
fs deficient in phosphorous, so this 
element should be added in the form 
of acid phosphate at the rate of four 
hundred pounds per acre. Poultry 
manure is valuable, particularly for 
the leaf crops. Care must be used 
in its application to solla growing 
delicate foliage plants like the to- 
mato. Heavy applications sill stim- 
ulate too much leaf growth on most 
solla. Coarse fresh manure should be 
applied in the autumn, and well rot- 
ted manure In the spring. 

Commercial Fertilizers. 


Commercial fertilizers may be used 
guecessfully to supplement a scant 
gupply of stable manure and to make 
up the required quantities of the dif- 
terent elements which are needed by 
particular crops. For general use tn 
a small garden a complete fertilizer, 
that is one ready mixed, containing 
about four ie cent, nitrogen, eight 
per cent. of phosphorous and four 
per cent. of potash, should be fairly 
gatisfactory, when used at the’ rate 
of two pounds for each 100 square 
feet of surface. 

Nitrogen. 

The effect of nitrogen on the 
growth of the plant is noted In the 
development of the leafy parts, the 
4 green color being particularly 
® Wle. In vegetables succulernce 
fs a highly destred quality and nitro 
gen tends to produce this. 


Phosphorous. 

The role given to phosphorous ts 
plant growth is that it hastens u.a- 
turity, increases root development, 
especially the fibrous roots, improves 


the quality of the crop and increaser 


the resistance of the plant to disease. 
Potash. 


The third of the elements !s essen- 
tial to starch forniation ard in its 
subsequent transfer within the plant 
iwelf, Gandy sole and tauck soils 
are usually poor in potash. The ad- 
dition of potash except in small quan- 
tities is usually not profitable, «x- 
for such crops as the potato.

GREEN MAN MANURING 


Green manuring ne the practice 
of ploughing down a green crop or 
its aftermath, Its main object is 
‘to add organic matter to. the soi. 
and, . secondarily, when the crop 
ploughed down is a legume, to in- 
crease the nitrogen, The addition 
of organic mat‘er which ultimately 
becomes humus improves the water- 
holding capacity of the soil ana 
tends to bring about a better con- 
dition of tilth. A third main ob- 
| ject in ploughing down a green crop 
is to add to the soil, food for-its 
hatukes life which pays such an 
important part in the prepara ion 
of plant food e, g, nitrification. 
Incidenta’ ly smal amounts of lime 
phosphoric acid and potash will be 
\liberated in the decomposition of 
the organic matter. The import- 
ance of green-manuring therefore 
chemicaly, 
ically, will be obvious. 

A legume, such as clover, makes 
the most valuable crop to turn 
under as a green manure, It has 
been found by experiments con- 
ducted by the Experimental Farms 
system that. the turning down of 
clover increases the subsequent 
crop yields for several years, It 
has been estimated that ‘it is pos- 
sible, by turning under a vigorous 
crop of clover to add to the soil 
from 100 to 150 pounds per acre of 
nitrogen one-half to two thirds of 
which has been obtained ‘from the 
air, - 
On very poor soils or on soi's on 
which it is difficult to obtain a 
eatch of clover, buckwheat and rye 
make very useful crops for plough- 
ing down. Though such crops do 
not materially increase the nitrogen 
content of the soil their decompo- 
sition wil enrich the soil in humus 
which is one of the most impor.an! 
constituents of all _ fertile soils.

The ability to quickly aplice 
a broken hay fork rope at the time 
when it le most needed will save hay, 
time and irouble. 


Rope Material. 


Rope is made of various materials 
such as cotton, hemp, manilla fibre. 
jute and fax. The rope most fre- 
quently used on the farm is made 
from hemp, imported from Manilla. 
Common rope is: generally. composed 
of three or four strand. #The four- 
strand rope is stronger than the 
three-strand of equal diameter, 


Strength of Manilla Rope. 


The safe load for the various dia- 
meters of manilla (three-strand) 
rope is about one-sixth of the actual 
breaking load. For three-strand 
manilia rope of one inch diameter 
the safe load is under 1,000 pounds. 
while the breaking load is nearly 
6,500 pounds. Half-inch rope should 
not “be subjected to a load greater 
than 220 pounds if ft fs to last and 
give service... The breaking strength 
of half-inch manilla rope ts 1,620 
pounds, A three-quarter inch rope 
can be expected to carry 625 ‘pounds 
as a safe load, or 3,604 pounds with 
very great risk to both material and 
operator. Rope should not be used 
over small pulleys or runs if it fs t 
last and give good service. Many of 
the hay fork pulleys used are les: 
than eight Inches in diameter, anc 
are very hard on the rope, causine 
heavy strain, wear and early destruc 
"Par, applications to rope, while 
Increasing . the rope’s. resistance tr 
‘weathering, reduces the strength 
‘about twenty-five per cent. Rope 
should be kept dry. 


The Short Splice. 


The short splice is of great service 
It is quickly made and strong. The 
weaving of the strands of two three. 
strand ropes together in the form 0! 
a splice increases the diameter at the 
point of repair to the extent of mak 
ing this type of splice objectionable 
if the rope is to be run over pulleys 
To make a short splice, unravel the 
ends of the two pleces of rope that

The Long Splice. 

This type of splice ts used where 
it is desired to make a union of two 
pieces of rope and still retain nearly 
the same diameter at the splice. A 
long splice in a three-strand rope will 
be composed of not more than four 
strands at any one point, and the 
length of the union {is very much 
greater than in the short splice. To 
make a long splice count-off sixteen 
turns from the ends to be spliced and 


mark by tying with a strohg twine . 


Uniay the rope ends down to th: 
point of tying and force the ‘ends to- 
gether to begin the splice. Develop 
it further by unlaying one stranc 
from each rope end and fill'ng In with 
one of the loose atrands. This accom 
plished, three of the loose strands 
will be much shorter than formerly. 
and the ends can be woven Into the 
tope as with the short eplice and the 
union developed. The strand ends 
can then be eut off and tucked In ou! 
of the way, leaving a long smooth 
splice. 


The Side Splice. 

The side splice is frequently usefu' 
where it is desired to foln two roper 
of the same or different sizes. It ir 
“xtensively used in. balter making 
Chis splice should always be mad.
